Most flowering plants will live in almost any 
soil, but to give them a fair chance to develop, 
some care must be taken to make the ground 
suitable to their needs. The soil best adapted 
to flowering plants is generally a light friable 
loam, containing enough sand to make it porous, 
thoroughly pulverized and enriched with liberal 
amounts of Vigoro.

THE ALFALFA SEED SITUATION 


As this catalog goes to press, the alfalfa seed situation is very serious. 
Tt is estimated that the available supply of alfalfa seed is considerably 
less than last year. The 1943 crop of alfalfa seed was estimated about 
the same as last year’s production, but about 10 per cent below a ten-year 
average. There was very little seed carried over from last year and with 
a very short crop this year, we anticipate there will not be enough seed 
to supply a normal demand, especially of seed produced in the northern 
states, classified as Northern Alfalfa. Each year considerable alfalfa seed 
grown in Canada found its market in the United States. This past year, 
Canada had a short crop so the Canadian Department of Agriculture is not 
granting permits to export Canadian seed to this country. Wisconsin did 
not produce alfalfa seed in 1943, Minnesota produced only a smal] quantity 
and Idaho, which formerly produced a large part of our domestic supplies, 
has no seed. Therefore, our Main sources of supply are the states of 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Montana, and small amounts of seed from Nebraska, 
Colorado and the Dakotas. Support prices or subsidies on potatoes and 
dried peas in several states, especially Idaho, diverted large acreages to 
cash crops which resulted in farmers plowing under large acreages of 
clover and alfalfa and planting to other crops. This diversion of our leg- 
ume acreage is one of the reasons of the alfalfa seed shortage. Weather 
conditions were also unfavorable in many sections of Montana and the 
Dakotas. We urge our customers to purchase their alfalfa seed at once 
and if you cannot obtain alfalfa, plant red clover as a substitute. -

Mix the beans with 
the corn, planting both at the same time, using fully as many beans as kernels of 
corn, or better yet, as many pounds of beans as there are pounds of corn. Where 
the beans are sown alone by drill or seeder, which is the way they are largely put 
in, use two bushels. of seed per acre but then even a little more than that is better. 
On old soils rowing and cultivating will make friends for the crop, putting in either 
with corn planter or with drill with part of the spouts closed, Handled this way 
there will be a great saving in the cost of the seed as one bushel per acre is 
enough instead of two bushels.
